ally tothe Canadian Pacificliner Melita 
when on November 14th, she stea 
into the harbour of Antwerp and was 
the 10,000th ship to enter that great 
port during the year. It created a 
record for the number of ships 
docking at any European port with 
the sole exception of London, during 
such a period. 

The occasion was marked by fetes 
throughout the city in which the 
whole ulation of Antwerp took 
part. elegrams of congratulation 
were sent by notabilities from all over 
Belgium including one from King 
Albert, and there were (5 parades 
of labor, industrial and commercial 
organizations in the principal streets, 

fh response to the welcome given 
the Melita by the city, W. D. Grosset, 
Managing Director for the Canadian 
Pacific in Belgium, organized a lun- 
cheon aboard the vessel. He was as- 
sisted by Capt. A. H. Notley, com- 
mander of the ship, and officers. The 
guests included Mayor Van Cauwel- 
aert, Burgomaster of Antwerp, with 
several of the Aldermen; Consul-Gen- 

Rowley, for Great Britain; and a 
large number of the shipping, com- 
mercial, industrial heads of the port. 

Mr. Grosset in his address of wel- 
aame cota he woe neond to think that 


8.S. Melita was the 10,000th ship to 
enter the port of Antwerp since the 
beginning of the year, both because 
she flew the British flag and because 


she was a Canadian Pacific ship. He 
pointed out that this vessel, the S.S. 
Minnedosa, the S.S. Montnairn and 
the S.S. Montroyal all used the port 
and during the current year had 
carried over 10,000 passengers. 


Burgomaster Van Cauwelaert read 
a telegram of congratulation from 
H.M. the King of Belgium. It was as 
follows: “I thank you for your 
thoughtfulness in communicating to 
me this happy news, and J send to the 
city of Antwerp with my heartiest 
congratulations, my. sincerest wishes 
for the ever-growing increase of 
traffic of the port, most important 
tactor in the prosperity of the coun- 
try. (Signed) Albert.” 


Consul-General Rowley said that 
10,000 ships within a period of ten 
months and a half constituted a 
record for any European port, Lon- 
don excepted. The port was the 
outlet tor an interior navigation 
throughout the country that re- 
presented a total of over 10 million 
tons. About the same tonnage repre- 
sented ncean-going vessels using the

Canada’s birth rate leads all the 
white races of the world, according 
to a close study made here of com- 
parative figures. Canada’s birth 
rate is 23.4 to the thousand, and 
Australia comes next with 23.2, 
England and Wales fall slightly be- 
low France with 18.8, 


“The manufacturing industry is 
moving west,” says J. E. Walsh, 
General Manager of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association. ‘The 
increase in prairie industries shows 
this. We are having the same ex- 
perience here as they had in the 
United States. The Prairie Pro- 
vinces are fast becoming industrial- 
ized.” 


A gold medal awarded to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway in recogni- 
tion of the excellence of its exhibits 
at the Canadian Exhibition recently 
held in Toronto, was received at 
headquarters of the system here to- 
day. Similar medals have also been 
awarded to the Dominion and Pro-
